HONGKONG, Sept. 21.—The entire 
fleet of 6H fishing junks were lost in 
the typhoon. ‘This increases the mor- 
tality to 10,000 persons. 

As late reports arg received the loss 
of life from the recent two typhoons is 
increased fully a thousand a day. 

Every incoming steamer, schooner, or 
native sampson brings fresh ‘tales of 
horrors, how ships were swallowed by 
the waves and none of their crews es- 
caped. 

Hiundreds of vessels are unaccount- 


ed tor and the fate of many of them 
will never be known. 


Many Are Rescued. 


The British Governor, Sir Matthew 
Nathan, and Naval Commander of 
Hongkong station, have dispatched a 
fieet of ese boats around the is- 
land. Hundreds of bodies have been 
recovered and many. survivors of 
wrecks have been picked up in an 
exhausted condition. 

The loss of life among the Chinese 
and the water-front dwellers is ap- 
palling. Whole families were wiped 
out in an instant. The Chinese ac- 
cept the calamity with stoicism pecu- 
liar to their race. Chinese hospitals 
are providing free burials. 


Dead Bodies Rified. 


Despite the close guard of British sol- 
diery, bodies of the dead are being 
ritied.

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CHEESE GUESSERS. 
BRINK CHAMPAGH 


For Fifth Time in 200 Years 
Unique Ceremony Brings 
Wine. 


Special Corerspondence of the Sunday 
Post- Dirpatc%. 

LONDON, Sept. —~There was a 
flutter of excitement in Bird-in-Hand- 
court, behind the Poultry, Cheapside. 
At Simpson's the 200-year-old hostel- 
ry there, an old customer guessed 
very near the size and weight of the 
historic cheese—a feat which has 
been successfully accomplished only 
seven times in the 200 years. 

Old City gentlemen who have 
lunched regularly for 40 years or so 
at this restaurant, making three 
guesses a day without getting any- 
where near the correct answers, were 
roused to enthusiasm—not to say 
jealousy. 

The ancient ceremony of ‘‘ye cheese” 
is the quaint finale to a special lunch- 
eon which is served punctually at 1] p. 
in. daily. 

The tables are set on three sides of 
a square, with places for 65 persons. 
A carved seat is reserved for. the 
ehairman, a man of 75, attached to the 
restaurant, who acts daily as host. 
Before the substantial seven-course 
meal is served, the chairman offers a 
short praver. 

The historic cheese 
stately segment of a 
nen of its kind—a kingly 
The portion is somewhere between 
thirty and forty pounds in weight, 
sometimes over two feet high and of 
noble girth. 

On its appearance the chairman taps 
with a wooden hammer on the. table- 
cloth for silence. 

‘Gentlemen, we will now proceed 
with the ancient custom of guessing 
the cheese,’ he says impressively. 

The waiters give each guest a slip 
of paper, with spaces left for esti- 
mates of the height, girth and weight 
of the cheese to be written In. 

Meanwhile the cheese has _ been 
placed on a foot-high revolving pedes- 
tal in front of the chairman, who sol- 
emniy takes from a cabinet a spirit- 
level, a long rule and a tape measure. 

A pair of scales is produced from 
under the table, and then the chair- 
man cries: 

“Gentlemen, the height?” 

With becoming dignity he swings 
the cheese round slowly. so that all 
may see, and in turn, after a due in- 
terval. asks the guests also to record 
their ideas of the girth and weight. 

When all have written, the chair- 
man levels, measures and weighs the 
cheese, and should any one be right 

as nearly happened yesterday 
the proprietor asks all the guests to 
drink the health of the winner in the 
finest champagne. 

The present chairman once achieved 
this distinction, and Aug. 23, 1887. an- 
other man immortalized himself by a 
correct estimate. There have been 
only five other winners.

If officials were lax in their attitude to- 
wards offenses of that kind she took 
matters in her own hands and directed

At the time of her aeath she was sec- 
retary of the St.’ Louis Humane Society, 
an organization which she founded. dhe 
was born in Williamston, Mich... 

31, 1855. She was married to Mr. al- 
kings in Omaha, Nov. 4, 188%. A few 
years later she came to bt. Louis and 
pegan the pursuit of humane work in 





which she had become interested while 
living in Omaha. 
tified with the Womans’ Humane 
ciety. About eight years ago during an 
election of officers at the old Lindell 
Hotel there was a general row which the 
police had to suppress. The — taction 
with which Mrs. Calkins was allied was 
deteated. : 

She withdrew from the organization 
and formed the Gobiden Chain Humane 
Society, Which was afterwards reorgan- 
ized under the name of the St. Louis 
Humane Society. Mrs. Calkins had been 
president of that society three terms. 

The most conspicuous work of Mrs. 
Calkins in recent yeurs was the sup- 
pression of the bullifight that promoters 
endeavored to pull off during the 
World's Fair yeur. A dozen Mexican 
and Spanish  bullfighters had _ been 
brought here to play the role of glad.- 
ators. A large arena was erected jusi 
west of 'Skinker road. The fight was 
advertised for a Sunday afternoon. One 
of the bullfighters had been killed in 
a pistol duel, and his widow, Mrs. Mar- 
tin Cervera, joined hands with Mrs. 
Calkins to prevent the fight. A crowd 
of 10,000 gathered to witness the specta- 
cle. Excitement was running high. It 
was ttre first time St. Louisans had 
even been given an opportunity to sree 
a genuine Mexican bullfight. and the 
crowd was wild with enthusiasm. 

The toreadors, in resplendent uniform, 
marched into the arena. A little red 
bull was released from the pen and gal- 
loped across the open space. -A mighty 
shout went up—and then, Mrs. Calkins 
and her humane officers appeared and 
the crowd of 10,000 beseiged the boxoffice 
for the return of the money they had 
paid to see the exhibition. During the 
excitement the place was set on fire 
and was quickly ‘consumed by flames. 


Made War on Coursing. 


Mrs.- Calkins. would—stay up. all night 
to arrest a person guilty of cruelty toa 
child or any animal. She was the most 
persistent worker in the ranks of the 
humane societies, and was credited 


with more arrests than any dozen 
others. 

Rozier G. Meigs, a St. Louis attorney, 
was at one time president of Mrs. Calk- 
ins’ Humane Society. He went squirrel! 
hunting and when the report 
Mrs. Calkins’ ears she had him ‘‘bounc- 
ed’’ from the society. She made war on 
the members of the St. Louis Coursing 
Club and had several of them arrested 
at Delmar Garden about five years ago. 

In the interest of the babies she con- 
ducted a crusade against filthy dairies 
in St. Louis several years ago and ob- 
tained the conviction of a number of 
keepers. 

Mrs. Calkins’ home in St. Louis Coun- 
tv is as simple as her life. It nedtles 
among the trees and is surrounded with 
all kinds of flowers and vines. Its walls 
are decorated with the pictures of ani- 
mals, and her dogs, chickens and cats 
constitute one happy family that play 
in her yard. 

Mrs. Calkins visited St. Louis nearly 
every day and it was no uncommon 
sight to see her jump off a street car 
and arrest a driver for cruelty to his 
horse. 

Mrs. Calkins was a member of the 
Women’s Relief Corps and the Audobon 
Society. Her motto was: ‘Be friendly 
to those who cannot help themselves.”’

A QUESTION OF DEMOCRACY. 

Many Democrats can recall with a little effort 
“what they once thought a sublime spectacle. It 
was that of an old man, an Ohio man, a “Northera 
man,” leading in a great struggle, one of the strug- 
gies of peace in which victory is said to be not less 
renowned than victory in war. 

He had staked everything on the result, but he 
thought nothing of that. He thought only of the 
result which seemed to him to involve the future of 
America, of constitutional liberty in America and in 
the world. 

He was fighting Federalism in a close grapple in 
one of the greatest emergencies of American history. 
He was one of a minority determined that a central- 
izing government at Washington should not override 
the Constitution of the United States and of the 
several states to obliterate State lines and control 
the peoples of the States in everything by controlling 
their elections. 

He won his victory of peace. At least he post- 
poned the crisis until on other issues and with other 
-leaderships, Federalism renews its claim to ignore 
‘constitutions and institutions based on them. 

For this victory, Allen G. Thurman of Ohio was 
hailed by Democrats in all sections of the country 
as “the noblest Roman of them all.” 

_ What would Allen G. Thurman say of a Democrat- 
ic party following the federalism which proposes to 
take from the States the creation and control of 
nine-tenths of their own business organizations?

COST OF EDUCATION. 

A calculation of the cost of public education based 
erroneously upon the first day's attendance, pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch Sept. 5, makes the ex- 
pense per pupil $27.39 for the school vear 1905-1906. 
The true basis is the average attendance for the 
year. Using this the cost is found to be but $25.35. 

In the school year 1895-96 the cost per pupil was 
$18.02. It has been rising slowly since that time 


owing to improvements demanded by the people. 
There has been a 





rise in teachers’ salaries since 


that vear from an average of $609.85 to $752.11 in 
1905-06. 


A number of manual training and do- 
mestic 


sclence centers have been established and 
two new high schools and a teacher's eollege built 
and opened. In 1903-04 all books were made free 
for all grades, including the High School. The in- 
crease from 1902-03 to 1903-04 was from $20.89 to 
$24.02. 

The United States census bulletin of 1902 
the cost per capita of population of the five most 
populous cities in the country. Boston leads, with 
a cost of $7.45. New York follows with a cost of 
$6.43, Chicago $4.66, St. Louis $3.92 and Philadel. 
phia $3.49. In 1904 the cost reported was: Boston 
$9.77, New York $8.34, Chicago $4.78, St. Louis 
$4.51, Philadelphia $3.94. | 
These are all cities having a population above 
300.000 It is noticeable that cities below that 
number of inhabitants show a considerably higher 
per capita expense than St. Louis. and Philadelphia, 
and in some instances even of New York. Thus in 
1904 the cost in Los Angeles was $8.76, in Wash- 
ington $5.73, Kansas City $5.64, Denver $6.95. 

The expense rises in all progressive cities, as does 
the cost of government. The other side is that 
every added expenditure, if of the right sort, brings 
a material return on the investment great enough 
to justify it, to say nothing of the improvement 
in manners and morals, which itself is a source of 
material progress. There should be progress with- 
out waste. -

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EXPERT TESTIMONY. 
A petition signed by 3500 pnysicians has been 
forwarded to Gov. Higgins of New York in behalf of 
Alfred T. Patrick, the lawyer now under sentence 
of death for murder. Only four requests to sign 
were refused out of the thousands sent out. 
With the signatures came letters from 250 promi- 
nent physicians, in which “a marked feature was 
the contempt expressed by many writers for ‘ex- 
pert testimony rendered for pay by one side or the 
other in criminal cases.’ ” 
The protest of the New York physicians against 
expert testimony for pay which has assumed the 
dimensions and character of a scandal should sug- 
gest to lawyers the expediency of a reform. 
The guilt or innocence of any particular defend- 
ant is not here in question. But it is remarkable 
that whenever one side offers an eminent expert 
as a witness the other is ready-with one equally em- 
inent and equally cocksure. The notion that such 
testimony is helpful to a jury is grotesque, The 
juryman is asked to choose between two conflicting 
infallibilities. As a matter of fact, he invokes a 
plague on both of them and decides the case as 
best he can on the other evidence produced. 
Justice must and ought to rely upon science, espe- 
cially in criminal cases. It would be illogical and 
absurdly devoted to the good old wavs to refuse to 
say.

The one enlightens, the other darkens and confuses. 
Expert testimony should be tendered in the in- 
terest of truth, not in the interest of prosecution 
or defense. If some means can be found by legisla- 
tion to obtain good scientific expert testimony un- 
biased and unfeed, it will be a great advance.

An Elevated Road. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


I view with alarm the efforts of ex- 
pert municipal engineers to compel the 
construction in St. Louis of a subway 
instead of an elevated railroial to supply 
rapid transit. 

I live in the west of St. Louis—"%9 
west—and it takes 90 minutes per day 
of my God-given time to make the jour- 
ney from my home to my business; that 
is, it takes 90 minutes when everything 
goes according to schedule. When any 
delay arises it takes as much as half 
a day. I want to cut down that wasted 
time. Rapid transit will do it. 


rapid transit is through the efforts o 
private individuals who are willing to 
risk their private funds in the hope of 
obtaining a return by filling a long-felt 
want. These men are not philanthro- 
pists. They are business men. 

It has been the experience of elevated 
railroads in other cities that they had 
to pass through the hands of receivers 
before they paid a return. That is, tue 
men who furnished the first funds to 
build the road had to be beggared be- 
fore the men who “toon the pro'o- 
sition’’ made money. The investment for 
constructior has been fi und too great 
for the income to pay a return upon. 

It is admitted by the expert municipal 
engineers that a subway ralflroad costs 
many times as much as an elevated 
railroad. The advantages of the subway 
over the elevated are also conceded, but 
no private Individual will at the rst 
blush build a subway. “te may take a 
chance at an elevated but he will con- 
sider the expense of building 2 subway 
vrohibitive.

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The Tomb of King Juba. 
The Tomb of the Christian in Algeria 


is a pyramid on the summit of a hill 
more than 700 feet high on the edge of 
the sea. It dates back to before the 
time of St. Paul, having been built by 
order of Juba If, the King of Maure- 
tania, as a burying place for himself 
and wife, Cleopatra, the daughter of 
Cleopatra and Mark Antony. The only 
daughter of Juba and his wife was Dru- 
silla, who married Festus, the Governor 
of.Judea in the time of St. Paul. The 
tomb can be entered by a low doorway 
beneath one of the four false doors. 
These have moldings on them of a curi- 
ous shape and may account for the title, 
the Tomb of the Christian. The passage 
within the pyramid winds round and 
eventually leads to two chambers shut 


be moved up and down by levers. The 
tomb must have been rifled of all it 
contained centuries ago, though some 
think that by excavating in a downward 
direction it might still be possible to dis- 
cover the burving place of the King and 
Queen, supposing the two chambers, 
like the false doors outside, to be a 
blind. Doubtless the younger Cleopatra 
had brought the idea of making a royal 
mausoleum in the shape of a pyramid 
from Egypt. Portions of a marble stat- 
ue of Egyptian design were found at 
Cherchel; suggesting that an Egyptian 
colony may once have existed there. 
There are two other similar monuments‘ 
in Algeria, in the provinces of Oran and 
Constantine, respectively, the latter be- 
ing considerably older than the Tomb of 
the Christian, which, however, is the 
only one referred to in ancient writings.

ak Harvest Recalls 8. P, 
Atherton’s Success in Ter- 
ritory Politics.

Back 
in 1899 and 1900 there were 1000 acres 
planted to peanuts in the vicinity of 
Wright, a sina.) town in Lincoln Coun- 
ty. Gradually the acreage there has 
decreased until the crop is confined to 
a few patches,

peanut acreage in Day 
County, just across from the Texas 
Panhandle, amounts to over 500 acres. 

This is dou bie the Day County acreage 
last seaso?, on indications how are 
that next season's acreage will be more 
than the double of this year's. One 
farmer in the vicinity of Grand has 70 
acres in peanuts, three others have 40 
acres each, and there are many smaller 
patches. Last season the crop. there 

roved very profitable. They are now 
larvesting the crop. 

Every vear, during ihe earlier days of 
the Territory, farmers experimented 
with a new crop, adapted to the Terri- 
tory. It has been this constantly in- 
creasing diversity of crops that has 
made the Territory so attractive to the 
residents of other localities, where but 
two or three crops may be successfully 
raised. <Albout the middle of the ‘90's 
some of the farmers in BHBastern Okla- 
homa pantes small patches to peanuts, 
The yield was found to be abundant, 
and within a few years the acreage was 
being steadily increased for the purpose 
of raising the, crop on a commercial 


sis. 

It was found that the crop would sell 
at an average of 60 cents per bushel, 
the general average per acre being in 
excess of 6 bushels, or a cash value for 
the crop of $36 per acre. S. P. Ather- 
ton was such a believer in the crop that 
he became known as the “peanut kimg 
of Oklahoma,” and gained such a repu- 
tation that he entered politics and was 
elected to the Legislature. The nuts 
produced were of a good size. with firm 
meat, and Atherton's success was such 
that his neighbors, who had at first 
ridiculed the idea,. began planting pea- 
nuts. W. Durst and Jefferson Bowen 
met with success equal to that of Ather- 
ton, and their crops grew in size until 
these three men purchased a nut 
thresher and ywlaced it in operatio n 
throughout Eastern Oklahoma. It was 
the only machine of this kind in opera- 
tion west of the Allegheny Mountains.
